Generul  T)oBcrlption  of  the  Various  Cases,  etc,, 

S’nown  on  Drawings  #17665-6-7. 

Drawing  Ai7e65  shows  a plan  of  the  room,  the  7/allt  of 
w}  i oil  are  to  he  covered  with  hookcases  and  exhibition  cases  as  described 
•below  . Drawing  #17666  shows  cross-sec t ions  . Drawing  #17667 

shows  a perspective  view  of  the  fittings  . 

In  front  of  each  window  there  is  to  be  provided  a 
slanting  shelf  , underneath  these  shelves  there  are  to  be  bookcases  hav- 
ing 12”  shelves  . In  all  other  places  around  the  sides  of  the  room,  ex- 
hibition cases  are  to  be  arranged,  and  directly  above  the  exhiibltion 
cases,  supported  by  wrought  iron  brackets,  bookcases  are  to  be  fitted  . 

The  exhibition  cases  are  to  be  fitted  with  hinged 
lids,  having  plate  glass  panels  ; the  lids  to  be  fitted  with  bronze  hing-

es  at  the  back  and  Jenks  locks jdirectly  under  the  hinged  lids  as  indicat- 
ed on  #17667,  sliding  drawers  are  to  be  provided  ; these  drawers  are  to 
be  fitted  with  Hunter  roller  slides  and  hinged  drop  fronts,  the  fronts  to

be  arranged  the  same  as  in  delivery  counter  charging  trays  • The 
drawers  are  to  be  equipped  with  cleats  on  each  side  ; these  cleats  to  sup 
port  coin  trays,  four  trays  to  each  drawer  . 

The  exhibition  case  Itself  is  to  be  made  to  hold  the 

coin  trays  . The  trays  are  so  made  that  they  can  be  taken  out  of  the 

drawers  and  placed  in  the  exiilbition  case  , These  coin  trays  to  be 

made  of  framed-up  whltewood  covered  with  felt,  and  having  strips  exr 

tending  across  them  about  1 l/2"  apart  so  as  to  sub-divide  the  coins  . 

By  reference  to  the  plan  you  will  note  that  there  are  twelve  separate, 

distinct  hinged  lids  . There  will  be  ten  sliding  drawers  ; this  will

make  forty  coin  trays  , These  exhibition  kxgyx  are  to  be  supported  by 
book  shelving  having  12"  shelves  . Over  the  exhibition  cases  book 
shelving  is  to  be  arranged,  the  shelving  to  be  of  the  general'  type  al- 
ready in  use  and  5’  high  ; this  shelving  to  be  supported  on -'wrought  iron
